Dr. Spurzuerm.—Dr. Follen’s Funeral Oration delivered 
at the burial of Dr. Sparzheim, has been published by Marsh, 
Capen and Lyon. It is an interesting sketch of Dr. G.’s life 
and character, drawn by the hand of a friend and exhibiting 
its subject as deserving the respect and esteem of the wise and 
good, whatever they may think of the theories to which his 
life was chiefly devoted. The following paragraphs show 
him te have been an amiable and philanthropic observer of 
individual character and of society: 


“Ifthe saw achik! whose head, or conversation, indi- 
cated extraordinary power of intellect, he would not 
rest until he had found the parents and warned then 
against the danger of exening the mental faculties, 
andiarged upon them the importance of attending 
chiefly tothe physical and moral education of their 
child.”

Shunghee killed 
the chief above named, cut off his head, poured the 
blood into his hands, and drank it. ‘* He related this 
account to me,” says the journalist, “ with the greatest 
satisfaction. ‘They have killed more than 20 slaves 
since their return, most of whom have been roasted 
and devoured, ‘To-day he is at war again, 3000 men 
are just leaving for the same spot, probably to renew 
the same scenes.”’ 

The poor slive fares worse than the brute; often are 
they deliberately shot while amusing themselves and | 
conscious of no danger; prepared for baking by the 
aniputation of their arms and legs, and thrown into 
the the Aeart yet palpitating with life!

the faithful ministers that succeeded them. The only 
thing that delays our publication, is the want of sufli- 
cient sums, because we sell at such low rates as just 
to cover the expense, that our books may be purchas- 
ed hy Christians, of whom many are poor. Much 
good is now doing in the South, though amidst much 
opposition. Great numbers of New Testaments and 
Bibles are circulated and bought up with eagerness. 
The clergy have manifested their aversion to the pe- 
rusal of God’s Word, Sermons have been preached, 
in which it has been represented as a bad book, and 
several copies have heen committed to the flames; 
however they ure divided among themselves, some 
approving, others condemning the New ‘Testament, 
and we doult not that a spirit of inquiry will be ex- 
cited, and that many will perceive the errors of 
Popery. The conversion of the curate of St. Mout, 
and the farewell letters he has published, have produc- 
ed much impression. ‘The Papisis have answered, 
but the reply is rathec a libel than a controversy. ‘They 
have, however, been so delighted wijh their composi- 
tion, that it has been read in all churches at the 
evening service: one of our pedlars (a decided 
Christian) has obtained permission from the Bishop of 
Montauban, to sell the New Testament. He has 
communicated to us his journal, which contains the 
most interesting details. New Testaments have been 
sold to sisters of charity, curates, &e.; and our pedlar 
goes and visits the curate in every village, and tries to 
have some edifying conversation with him. Another 
pedlar (Roman Catholic) preaches in every village on 
the sufferings of Christ. and s: many New ‘Test 
ments and Tracts, Next Sunday will be admitted to

DISMISSION OF MINISTERS 


Ought a minister of the Gospel to continue his labors 


with a church and society, whose strength is disminish 
ing? 


Oar inquiry relates to cases where the effect of 
minister’s labors, in building ap achurch, is notequ 
to the effect ef the ordinary causes of diminution; sucl 
as native depravity, the influence of vicio lividdu 
als, the inroads of sectarianism, and the usual c 
of removals from the place and froin the world. Ought 
a minister to continue his labors where linary 
course of events, the church an! are growing 
weaker continually / 

Our opinion is, that he ought not; that he ought to 
consider such a progress dowowards as cor 
dence, either that he is not fit for the ministry at all,or 
that he has not the peculiar talents which that place 
demands. No matter, if the society is still able and 
willing to support him. if he loves them, 
and they love him,very much. Perhaps they love each 
other for their mutual faults. The canse of religion is 
comg to ruin under his management; and that is reeson 
enoygh why he should be exchanged for another. Who 
would continue to entrust with the management of bis 
temporal affairs,one who was running bim deeper and 
deeper into debt every year: 

* But our minister is a very good man.” Doultless; 
but not & good minister,—at least, not a good minister 
fur such a people as you. He does not answer the pur- 
pose of a yrood niunister. 

‘«* Bat he preaches the truth.” So we suppose. But 
he does not preach it as it needs to be preached among 
you, He does not so commend it to the consciences ot 
your neighbors, that they dare not desert his ministry, 
lest they should do wrong. 

« But our society is held together hy their affection 
for him, and if he leaves us, it will go to pieces.” Per- 
haps not. We have seen many societies who thought 
so; but the event has always proved them wrong. But 
if it be so indeed ,—if yoursociety has no bond of unien, 
strong enough to hold it together, bet their att ichment 
to a man—the sooner it goes to pieces the better. If it 
be so, away with bim, and let it explode at once. It 
will relieve the world from a great curse,—a church 
which “ has a name to live, but is dead.”

among therm. 

Let not the minister think, however, that a mere 
change of place will make a different man of him; nor 
may he hope, without strong reasons,that a mere change 
of place will make him more useful. Sin is the same, 
and the gospel is the same,and men are much the same, 
every where; and beyond dispute, the right style of 
ministerial labor, which would be best adapted to any 
one place, would also be best adapted to every other 
place. ‘The most that he can reasonably hope from a 
change is, that in some other place, some of his faults 
will do less mischief than where he is. Let him care- 
fully inquire, whether these faults are of a moral kind. 
If they are, they will do mischief in any place, and if 
he removes, he has no right to carry them with him 
Such a man must change his character, and not his res- 
idence. Nor let him flinch from the ministry, with the 
excuse that his natural talents are not sufficient, or of 
the right sort. Piety enough will make any man use- 
ful, who has talents enough to get a living: and if his 
talents need cultivating or moulding, it will hoth enable 
and dispose him to cultivate and mould them us they 
need, ‘ [ Vt.

He is furnished with the month- 
ly Tract, to be presented prayerfelly and aflectionate- 
ly. where he ascertains it will be kindly received, not 
only as itself the messenger of truth, but as an intro- 
duction to all other endeavors for the highest temporal

He may induce 
many to the reading of the Scriptures, to an atten- 
dance on public worship, and on Sabbath, Infant, and

That Christians of maturity and growth in piety, 
should consecrate lves to this duly, is the grand 
point to be secured, Itis a duty that demands, not 
only love to the souls of men, but the exercise of sound 
discretion and that wisdom that cometh from xbeve, 
in adapting efforts to all the variety of character that 
may be met. Some will he found decidedly hostile to 
the Gospel, whom, unless their prejudices can be 
kiadly disarmed, the distributor can scarcely hope to | 
benefit. Others there may be, who, though willing to | 
hear the Gospel from a favorite preacher, expect little 
goud to be derived to themselves fram kindred truths, 
perhaps still more ably and forcibly presented on the 
pages of a Tract, or from the conversation of a humble 
Christian; who yet if properly approached, will be | 
gratified that such means should be enjoyed by their 
children or domestics, Others will be found so icno-' 
rant that the ‘Tract must he read to them by the distri-} 
butor, and the simplest truths of the Gospel explained | 
and urged upon their attention. Others will be found | 
realy to give both the Tract and the distributor. a 
cordial reception, and to hear whatever may be com- 
municated concerning the way of salvation; and some, 
if he is faithful, may be expected to give earnest heed 
to his entreaties, request him to pray for them and 
with them, and, under the blessing of the Holy Spirit,

To the decidedly Christian families in bis district he 
will for sympathy and encouragement in his 
work; for ail in prayer meetings, should he establish 
them; in fitting destitute children for the Sabbath 
School, aud furthering in every other way his beneyo- 
Jent designs. 

In speaking of the usefulness of this department of 
benevolence, we are sustained by results already wit- 
nessed, of the most cheering character. Atthe meet- 
ing in which the duty of preparing this document was 
assigned us, it was stated by the respected President of 
the Board of the N. York City Tract Society ,that so ani- 
mating were the facts monthly communicated it render- 
ed their stated meetings scarcely less interesting than a 
public anniversary.
